of  the  collection  of  statistics  of  agriculture  in  the  United  States., 

The  general  program  of  the  lov^a  Crop  and  Livestock  Reporting  Service  is 
to  meet  the  public  needs  and  demands  for  sumiaary  data  of  an  historical  nature 
and  for  current  statistical  information  of  agricultural  production  in  lovira 
and  the  United  States. 

In  recent  years,  there  has  been  an  increasing  demand  from  agricultural 
organizations^  commercial  intereGts,  teachers,  legislators,  and  cotinty.  State 
and  goVGrm.iental  agencies  for  agricultural  data  showing  the  trends  of  change 
in  counties.    Little  has  been  done  in  the  past  to  make  available  data  for  each 
county  over  an  extended  period  of  tiine,.     So  urgent  is  the  need  for  county  data 
that  sone  organizations  have  assembled  such  information  at  considerable  cost. 
It  is  in  response  to  these  needs  that  this  series  is  being  issued. 

The  county  data  herein  offered  have  been  assembled  from  existing  State 
and  Federal  documents  and  reports,  under  the  supervision  of  IJorman  Y,  Strand, 
State-Tri.de  "Jork  Projects  Administration  Supervisor  of  Agricultural  Economics 
and  Statistics  projects.     This  is  a  report  of  v/ork  completed  on  Official 
Project  65-1-72-155  of  the  Work  Projects  Admini strati one     Official  Project 
665-72"5-36  furnished  the  material  for  Tables  29  and  31, 

The  Iowa  Agricultural  Extension  Service  pai'ticipated  in  the  preparation 
of  the  materials  in  this  report.     Selected  data  from  the  files  of  the  loim 
Agricultural  Experiment  Station  have  been  released  for  publication  in  this 
series.     Special  credit  is  given  to  the  lovra  assessors  and  tax  officials  who 
collect  data  on  crops  and  livestocks  as  required  under  the  lov/a  laws.  With- 
out these  data  by  toivnships  and  counties  detailed  agricultural  statistics 
would  be  less  accurate  and  less  completoa

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lOTIA  AGRICULrURAL  STATISTICS  -  HAERISON  COIIUTY 

Harrison  County  was  established  in  1851  from  territory  that  ivas  fornerly 
old  Keolcul:  County,     It  was  named  in  honor  of  General  William  H.  Harrison, 
ninth  President  of  the  United  States,     The  county  was  formally  organized  on 
March  1,  1853  l/,  and  a  location  for  the  coun-cy-seo.t  was  selected  near  the 
geographical  c'enter  of  the  county  and  noiued  Magnolia, 

The  name  of  Daniel  Brovm.  appears  as  the  first  among  the  settlers  of  Har- 
rison Cotmty,     He  was  reported  to  be  a  Ilomon  and  made  several  trips  from 
Hauvoo,  Illinois,  before  he  finally  settled  near  the  present  site  of  Calhoun 
on  April  3,  1848,    He  was  repeatedly  robbed  by  the  Indi8.ns,  as  -u^ere  all  the 
earl^r  settlerso    Harrison  County  was  not  the  home  of  any  tribe  of  Indians,  so 
all  depredations  were  committed  by  roving  bands  of  Indians, 

The  northwestern  Railroad  was  conctrticted  through  the  county  in  1867, 
It  follai'fed  the  Beyer  River  and  v^as  completed  to  Council  Bluffs  the  next  year. 
Dunlap,  Logan,  and  Missouri  Valley  are  tca"ms  that  were  laid  out  on  this  line 
in  1867,  2^/ 

Iji  election  contest  between  the  to^ms  of  Magnolia,,  Missouri  Valley,  and 
Logan  vfas  held  in  1875  to  determine  the  location  of  the  county-seat,  which  had 
formerly  been  at  Magnolia,     Logan  won  by  a  majority  of  two  votes,  and  has  re- 
m.ained  the  county-seat  since  that  time,  o/ 

Area 

Harrison  Count].?-  has  a  spread  of  24  miles  between  its  northern  and  south- 
ern boundaries,,  but  has  a  variable  rddth  due  to  the  Mssouri  River  bovmdary 
on  the  west.     It  covers  691  square  miles  4-/,   or  442,240  acres,  of  vrhich 
427,344  acres  are  listed  as  farm  land,  5/"  There  are  20  tovmships  in  the  coun- 
ty, and  it  ranks  fourteenth  in  point  of~'size  in  the  Stato,  sharing  this  place 
with  Clinton  County, 

Soils 

The  soils  of  Harrison  County  are  grouped  into' 4  classes  according  to  thoir 
location  and  origin j  nemely,  drift,  loess,  terrace,  and  swamp  an.d  bottom-land 
soils.     The  drift  soil  covers  0.3  percent  of  the  area  and  has  but  1  Urpe,  Car- 
rington  loam.     The  loess  soils  cover  52,5  percent  of  the  surface  and  are  divid- 
ed into  Marshall  silt  loam— 45.8  percent,  and  Knox  silt  loam— 6,7  percent.  The

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terrace  soils  cover  2,8  percent  of  the  counter  and  are  divided  into  Waukesha 
silt  loam— lt6  percent,  Judson  silt  loam-"-l«2  percent,  and  Hancock  fine  sandy 
losm-^^.l  percent.     The  swamp  and  bottom-land  soils  cover  44.4  percent  of 'the 
county  and  are  divided  into  Lamoure  loams — 11,6  percent,  Wabash  loams^-SO^S 
percent,  Cass  loams — 7.2  percent,  Sarpy  loams — 3.-4  percent,  Sarpy  very  fine 
sand— 0.2  percent,  Ray  silt  loam-  'O.l  percent,  and  river-wash— 1 ,0  percent,  6/ 

Topography 

The  first  topcgi-epkic  division  of  the  county  consists  of  the  gently  roll- 
ing upland  plains  east  of  the  ttlssouri  River.     The  second  division  includes 
the  rough  slopes  along  the  Mssouri  River  vfhich  separate  the  bottom-lands  from 
the  upland  areas.     Tne  bluffs  are  frequently  200  to  300  feet  high.     The  third 
topographic  division  of  the  county  includes  the  deep  alluvial  valley  of  the 
Missouri  Rivei-  v.dth  the  narrower,  shallovrer,  alluvial  valleys  of  many  of  its 
tributaries^,    These  alluvial  lands  are  largely  first  bottom-lands  which  are 
not  subject  to  overflow.     Terraces  or  second  bottoms  occur  chiefly  along  the 
Boyer,  Soldier  and  Yfillovf  rivers  and  range  from  5  to  50  feet  above  the  stream 
channels.    Along  the  l.lissouri  Rivsr  the  bottoms  range  from  5-|-  to  10  miles  in 
width.    Along  the  channel  of  this  river  there  is  a  narrow  area  of  bottom-land 
which  consists  chiefly  of  mud  flats,  patches  of  sand,  sand  ridges,  hummocks 
and  dunes  from  1   be  10  feet  in  height.     These  areas  are  subject  to  overflow-. 
Back  of  this  fj.ood  plain,  the.  second  area  of  bottom-land  is  5  to  15  feet  high- 
er and  vrell  above  the  overflow.    This  plain  is  5  to  9  miles  vfide,  and  is  gen- 
erally flat.     The  county  is  drained  entirely  by  the  Missouri  River  and  its 
tributaries,  7/ 

Climato 

The  average  temperature  for  41  years  (1889-1930)  was  49,6  degrees.  The 
average  precipitation  for  64  years  (l'86G-1930)  in  this  county  was  31^39  inch- 
es, and  the  grovring  season  averaged  156  days  between  the  killing  frost  dates 
of  Hay  3  and  October  6,  recorded  over  a  41 -year  period.  8/ 

Populati on 

Harrison  County  v/as  populated  by  nomadic  bands  of  Mormons  from  1845  un- 
til the  final  exodue  of  these  people  from  lovra.    Many  remained,  hovrever,  and 
became  permanent  settlers.     The  State  census  of  1854  credited  this  county 
with  a  population  of  1,065,  and  there  has  been  a  steady,  healthy  grovrbh  since 
that  time.     It  has  a  density  of  36  persons  per  square  mile,  as  compared  v/ith 
the  State  figure  of  44.

Cooperatives 

■  In  1937  there  were  7  cooperative  institutions  in  operation  in  this  coun- 
ty— 5  elevators,  1  creamery  and  1  petroleuiu  plant. 

As  a  vrhole,  they  had  1,737  members,  of  v/hich  1,368  were  active,  and  2,105 
persons  did  business  with  the  7  concerns.     The  selling  cooperatives  had  a  busi- 
ness voluiae  of  $553,937  and  the  purchasing  cooperatives  transacted  ^72,000 
worth  of  bvisiness. 

Cooperatives  may  both  buy  and  sell  or  they  may  perform  one  or  the  other 
function  exclusively.     Purchasing  cooperatives  buy  non-farm  comxiodities  for 
distribution  to  their  m.embers  and  patrons,  sjid  selling  cooperatives  market 
fam  commodities  for  their  members  and  patrons,  15/

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Api^le  production  is  of  considerc.Lle  irapcrtence  in  Harrison  County,  i^ear 
Woodtine,  there  are  3  largo  orchards  that  produce  over  2,000  bushels  of  apples 
a  year,  chiefly  Jonathan,  red  and  golden  Delicious,  and  Grimes  Golden.  IS/ 
The  largest  nvmiber  of  trees,  126,295,  xrere  reported  in  1909,  hut  the  largest 
jdeld,  40,069  bushels  was  listed  in  1954,     Peaches  vrere  of  no  consequence  un- 
til 1934  -.Then  2,164  trees  and  1,152  bushels  Trere  reported.     Plums  had  a  record 
of  16,491  trees  in  1894  and  a  peak  production  of  4,837  bushels  in' 1909.  Cher- 
ries had  their  biggest  year  in  1909,  xfhen  11,046  trees  produced  5,460  bushels. 
There  vrere  39,767  grape  vines  listed  in  1894  and  184,388  pounds  vrere  produced 
in  1909,     These  v;ere  the  years  of  greatest  numbers  and  greatest  production,  re- 
spectively.

Uote  Regarding  Yields  of  Corn 

The  crop  assessors'  statistical  breakdov/n  for  corn  acreage  is  as  folloiTS: 
(1)  all  corn,  (2)  corn  husked  for  grain,  (3)  corn  cut  for  silago,  (4)  corn  cut 
for  fodder  and  (5)  corn  hogged  off,  A  total  production  is  given  for  each  farm 
v;hich  includes  only  that  actually  husked.  In  getting  county  totals  of  produc- 
tion, the  acreage  other  than  that  husked  is  multiplied  by  the  yield  (derived 
by  dividing  total  bushels  corn  husked  Idj  total  acres  husked)  and  added  to  sum- 
mations of  individual  farm  productions  shovm  as  husked.  This  assumes  that 
acreage  not  husked  would  have  produoed  the  same  yield  as  that  actually  husked. 

In  1934  and  1936,  both  poor  crop  years,  separate  esti^nations  of  corn 
yield  on  acreage  not  husked  were  made  by  the  State  assessors'  office  because 
it  v/as  felt  that  farmers  in  those  years  vreuld  select  their  best  acreages  for 
husking  and  cut  or  hog  off  the  rest,  vrhich  v/ould  have  a  different  and  leaver 
yield.    This  separate  yield  estimation  vras  then  multiplied  by  the  acreage  not 
husked  and  the  total  added  to  that  reported  as  husked. 

This  v/as  done  by  counties  only  and  not  by  toiTOshipso    The  tovnaship  yields 
for  these  tiTO  years,  then,  are  somev;hat  high  since  they  are  based  only  on  acre- 
age husked  for  grain  and' bushels  husked«    The  total  corn  acreage  is  shovm  by 
to^TOship  vri. th  this  yield,  and  any  attempt  to  multiply  it 'by  the  acreage  shovm 
to  get  total  production  will  result  in  a  too  high  figure.     The  county  sui'iimary 
table  figures  for  corn  yield  in  1954  and  1936  have  been  adjusted  for  poorer 
yields  on  that  acreage  not  husked  and  these  yields  may  legitimately  be  multi- 
plied by  the  acreages  shoivn  there  to  arrive  at  total  productions  for  the  counter, 

In  all  other  years  actual  township  productions  may  be  derived  from  the 
yield  and  acreage  figures  shovm 'in  the  tables  since  corn  yield  has  been  assumed 
to  be  eo_ual  in  all  utilizations.    The  county  yield  and  tovraship  -vdelds  are, 
therefore,   consistent  in  all  years  e::cept  in  1934  and  1956.
